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RUTHENAN IMMIGRATION. 

It evidently was the misfortune of 
the Hon.-T. Mayne Daly to leave the 
position of minister of interior before 


his vigorous immigration policy had | 


borne full fruit. Those who say there 
is no immigration to the Northwest or 
to the Edmonton district are mistaken.. 
Although this is the winter season 
there is quite a lively immigration 
movement, on the part of the Ruthe- 
nan of Galicia, the Polish province of 
Austria. This immigration has a 
double advantage. It is not only lively 
in itself, but causes a great deal of action 
in others. As witness the cases of the 
city of Winnipeg and the town of 
Regina. Winnipeg has three cases of 
small pox already on its hands, with. 
more in prospect, and a number of 
scarlet fever cases as well, as the result 
of the arrival of one shipload of these 
people, and the town of Regina has 
taken emergency measures to protect it- 
self against the spread of the scarlet 
fever brought to that place by part of 
the same load of people and distributed 
by them with wonderful impartiality 
and liberality. A part of the contin- 
gent reached Edmonton, but so far as 
heard from no casualties have yet re- 
sulted. 

It is somewhat remarkable that at a 
time when European immigration gen- 
erally is almost suspended, and parti- 
cularly at this inhospitable season of 
the year, these Ruthenan shouldbe on 
the move in such comparatively large 
numbers. ‘That they are not the most 
desirable immigrants is made evident 
by a glance and is still further establish. 
ed by these recent experiences. The 
Buuietin has made careful enquires re- 
garding them and the reasons for their 
present movement. 

The zame “ Ruthenan” means “ Rus- 
sian.” They are practically Russian 
peasants, although living in Galicia, 
which is now a province of Austria. 
This province formed a pari of the old 
kingdom of Poland, and when at the 
close of the war which resulted in the 
partition of Poland, that country was 
almost depopulated, numbers of the 
Russian peasantry emigrated to it, to 
occupy the territory left vacant by the 
death or exile of the Poles. They 
carried with them ‘all their Russian 
ideas and habits, and as they settled in 
communities, have held to them ever 
since. For afull and particular de- 
scription see any book describing the 
Russian peasant. The Austrian gov- 
ernment being German, naturally de- 
sired to see Galicia peopled by Ger- 
mans and therefore inducements were 
held out to Germans ‘from the over- 
populated Rhine provinces to remove 
to Galicia, which they did in large num- 
bers carrying with them their ideas of 
thrift, industry, education and religion; 
and as they also settled in communities 
they have to a very great extent retain- 
ed these ideas. Villages and settle- | 
ments of Germans and of Russians are 
contiguous to each other in many parts 
of Galicia, and it is from the German 
villages that the greater part of the 
German settlers in the Edmonton dis- 
trict came. Both races have been set- 
tled in Galicia for several generations 
and both have largely increased in 
numbers. But while the Germans 
have increased in wealth as well as 
numbers, the Russians are to-day as 
they were fifty years ago, except in #0 
far as they have intermarried with the 
Germans, which is only to a small ex- 
tent. The two races are now crowding 
each other, and the Austrian govern- 
mezt, being still German, is just as 
anxious to get rid of the Ruthenan as 
it is to keep its German subjects. The 
Germans having made money are able 
to buy out the Ruthenan, provided the 
latter can get any where to go; and it 
was to find an outlet for these people 
that Pref. Oleskow, as agent of the 
Austrian government, visited Canada 


some years ago. ‘The immigration we 
are now getting is the result of Prof. 
Oleskow’s visit and the arrangement 
then entered into between hisa and the 
then minister of interior, whereby the 
Canadian’ government pays the pro- 
fessor or his agents so much per head to 
get the Ruthenan, the Austrian govern- 
ment pays him as much or more to get 
rid of them and he has the privilege of 
working the people themselves for all 
that he can besides. As many of them 
have so)i their holdings to Germans, 
they la ye the price in their pockets. 
This factis held out as an argument 
in their favor, and if they had an equal 
amount of money as the result of in- 
dustry and econwmy it would. certainly 
be a great advantage. But as they are 
just the same servile, shiftless people 
with money as without it, their money 
is of little advantage to themselves or 
any one else as they do not understand 
how to use it properly. The depart. 
ment seems to have falien into the 
error of supposing that because they 
came from the same part of the country 
as the German settlers who had already 
come that they were as desirable. No 
mistake could be greater, and the sooner 
the department and the country under- 
stands this the better for all concerned. 
They are not a people that are wanted 
in this country at any price, and parti- 
cularly not at the price we have to pay. 
It is hard enough to have to pay the 
price and take the chances in the case 
of a desirabie immigration, but when 
the immigration is essentially unde- 
sirable it is altogether too much to 
submit to quietly. 


CANADIAN IMMIGRATION. 


The following clipping which appear- 
ed in the Winnipeg Free Press as a 
telegram from St. Paul should throw a 
flood of light on the question of North- 
western settlement. While Canada 
has been spending millions of dollars 
to attract to her shores a more or less 


desirable immigration from continental | 


Europe—and systematically and as a 
matter of policy ignoring the disposi- 
tion and destination of her own natural 
overflow population—the railway com- 
panies of the Northwestern States have 
pursued a most active, intelligent and 
successful immigration policy in East- 
ern Canada, diverting the emigration 
that should and would naturally have 
filled fup the Northwest to rival fields 
south of the line, building there rival 
and hostile communities of our own 
best wvlood and brain. The strong 
feeling exhibited by ths leading news- 
paper of the Northwestern States on 
the supposed change of policy by the 
United States roads shows how success- 
ful their previous policy has been. This 
is one of the cases in which their suc- 
cess is our loss. It is time that Canada 
awakened to the true reason for the 
slow growth of the Northwest and 
changed her land and immigration 
policy accordingly. The Northwest 
has not filled up because our own 
people have during the past twenty 
years gone to fill up the northwestern 
tier of the Western States, instead of 
the Northwest, in the proportion of not 
less than five to one. It is time we 
cessed making a wonder out of some- 
thing that is as plain as noonday to 
every citizen of ordinary intelligence 
and experience,—only that he does not 
want to see it. It is time the con- 
spiracy of silence was broken: 


St. Paul, Nov. 25.—-The Pioneer 
Press will say to-day: Seldom have 
the Northwestern railroads exhibited 
more resentment than they do in the 
matter of Canadian excursions. In 
proposing to run them this year they 
merely propose to mest, as they have 
always done, Canadian competition, 
and this time fcr no apparent cause 
they are prevented from doing so. 
They want to know what the reason is 
and are going to tind out. An undefin- 
ed proposition is circtlating among 
passenger mcn here to appoint a strong 
delegation to confer with the board of 
control of the trunk lines and learn the 
source of their opposition and labor 
with them to remove that source. As 
the situation remains, the excursions 
will be run solely in the interests of 
Northwestern Canada and the Canadian 
Pacific. Some of the best immigration 
brought to this territory has been start- 
ed by these excursions, usually run 
daily all month, Unless the board of 
control of the trunk lines has some 


pity, to say nothing of professional de- 
ceney, this territory is practically sub- 
jected to an immigration boycott, for 
the Canadian Pacific will surely control 
return trayel as it will control the ex- 
cursion bueiness. And as the Canadian 
Pacific has exhibited no disposition to 
do business for its health, it is to be as- 
sumed that it will on this occasion do 
all in its power to locate immigrants re- 
turning with or on account of excur- 
sionists in Manitoba and other parts of 
its territory.”

MOOSE JAW CREAMERY. 
Moose Jaw Tizies. 

On Nov. 14, the Moose Jaw cream- 
ery ceased operations for this year, hav- 
ing run since May. It is now three 
years since the creamery was first start- 
ed in Moose Jaw, and the progress 
made in that time has been, to say the 
least, remarkable, 

During the six months the output 
has totalled 75,000 lbs. In May, 10,- 
000 Ibs. were manufactured ; in June; 
15,000; in July, 15,000 ; in August, 
12,000; in September, 12,000; in 
October, 8,000, and for the two weeks 
in Novemter, '3,000, This represents 
the butter made from the milk of 800 
cows, owned by about 70 patrons. = 
1894 he output tctalled 23,000 lbs.; 
1895 it was 53,000 Ibs. aia this np 
it reached 75, 000 Ibs. thus more than 
threbling in the three years. 

For this butter the patrons have been 
advanced 10 cents per pound, which 
means that this industry has brought 
about $7,500 to the district in the 
course of a few months. When the 
butter is sold, and tbe cost of manu- 
facturing, freight, etc., deducted from 
the proceeds, there will be still a 
balance of about 5. cents per pound 
coming to the patrons. In fact it has 
been shipped to the British market and 
is nearly all sold now, and as far as 
we have been able to Jearn a good 
figure has been obtained. Last week 
Mr. Moorehouse, the manager, disposed 
of what he had on hand, viz. 5,000 to 
the Canadian Pasific Railway Company 
and 2,000 Ibs. on the local market, 
realizing 22c. per pound. The Ter- 
ntorial demand has been very good the 
past season, and during the past few 
weeks large orders from the west have 
had vo be cancelled owing to their be- 
ing none on hand. 

For the 75,000 lbs. of butter made, 
the government deducted 4 cents per 
pound to defray the expenses of manu- 
facturing it. This sum totalled $3,000 
Of this amount $1,900 was for running 
expenses ; $700 was expended on a 
new boiler and engine; end the 
balance, $400, went for purchasing 
new yats, and improvements on the 
building. Still further improvements 
will be made next year, for it is antici- 
pated there will be at least 100 patrons 
with no less than 1,200 cows patroniz- 
ing the station by that t-me. 


STONY PLAIN DISTRICT. 

“Everything comes to him who 
waits.” The farmers of the west end 
are busily engaged in threshing thia 
month. Messrs. McKinlay & McLean 
will finish their season in about ten 
days. 

Mr. Johnson, sr., of Warden, is 
seriously iil.

The Rosenthal! school is to ke closed 
for the winter and possibly for a year. 
This is to be deplored in any district, 
and especially so when it removes child- 
ren from tne influence of a teacher 
such .as. Mr. Trescoit. 

Warden school is progressing favor- 
ably. Miss MeKinlay, the teacher, has 
an attendance in the neighborhood of 
fifteen. The question of closing this 
school for the winter is to be left to the 
ratepayers. 

The school boayd of Stony Plain 
Centre have determined to keep their 
school open the year round if possible. 
It is one of the largest rural schools 
in Alberta, as there are now 29 names 
on the roll, and an average attendance 
of twenty-three. 

Adelard Guinette has rented his farm 
to his brother Edward, as he intends re- 
turning to Montreal. 

Hugh McGillivray, is at present pay- 
ing a visit to old friends of this dis- 
trict. He speaks very highly of the 
Kootenay. 

Everyone here is much _interest- 
ed in the projected railway, as it is 
thought it will bring a market closer to 
Stony Plain and thus enhance the value 
of produce and property.

Pearson, of Winnipeg, of which he was 
manager. In 1880 he erected permenent 
premises on what was a large scale for 
those dars—the log building in rear of A. 
Macdonald's present store now occupied by 
J. McNamara. He continued as manager 
of the Edmonton business of Villiers & Pear- 
son until after three successful seasons they 
closed out ia the spring of 1882. Mr. Mc- 
Dougall took a prominent part in the 
heavy land deals of that time, having pur- 
chased river lot ten from the original pro- 
prieter Colin Fraser for $10,000. He after- 
wards sold to Rev. §S Prichard, then of 
Winnipeg, who still owns a great part of 
the estate. This estate is still about the 
centre of the town. In the fall of 1882 ke 
went into partnership with Messrs. Chas. 
Stewart and H. Bannerman in a genera] 
store business, the firm name being J. A. 
McDougall & Cc. This business connection 
was continued until the fall of 1885, when 
it was closed out at a good profit all around. 
In 1886 Mr, McDougall opened a general 
store on his own account, which business he 
still conducts. After the retirement of the 
tradirg firm of Norris & Carey from bus- 
iness Mr. McDougall added the outfitting of 
fur traders to his general store business. 
About 1890 ke formed a business connection 
with R.Secord who had begun to push 
trade down the Athabasca, and this bus- 
iness has since been expanded to such an 
extent that for the past two years Messrs. 
McDougall & Secord, who since that time 
have been partners, have hasdled over $200,- 
000 a year in fur and goods. Their trading 
connecsiohs now cover a great part of the 
Mackenzie basin, the principal points being 
Athabasea Landing, Chipewyan, Fort Re- 
solution and Fort Rae, on Great Slave take, 
and Fort Simpson at the mouth of the 
Liard on the Mackenzie river. The freight 
shipped north trom the Landing during the 
st season’ amounted to over 250 tons. 
esides outfitting traders throughout the 
north, this firm also buys fur for cash in 
Edmonton, for shipment to the London 
gales of Lampson & Co., and are probably 
the Blargest purchasers at Edmonton. The 
importance of thistrade to the town and 
district of Edmonton with its possibilities 
of expansion can scarcely be overjestinrated, 
as the extension of this trade means the 
corresponding expansion of the market for 
Edmonton produce. Although Mr. Mc- 
Deugall’s great and growing business in- 
terests necessarily occupy a great part of 
his time, he is also president of the Edmon- 
ton Electric Light Company, (of which he 
has been president since it was formed), the 
Edmonton District railway company and 
last but not least of the Edmonton Old 
Timers association. He is largely interest- 
ed in Edmonton property, both town and 
country. 


Mr. McDougall has not confined his at- 
tention to his own personal affairs. He was 
a member of the public school board of Ed- 
monton fora number ef years and was a 
member of the town council during °92 and 
93. He was also president of the board of 
trade in 94. Owing to the large demands 
of his own business upon his time he was 
very unwilling to offer for the position of 
mayor, but it was generally felt that owing 
to his proved business ability and great 
interests in and connected with the towa a 
better choice could not be made. 

Although having had such long and uni- 
formly suecessful business career. Mr. 
McDougall is stilla young man. He was 
born in 1854 in Woedville, Victoria County, 
Ontario; and came to Manitoba in 1873. Ip 
*74 he started a grocery business on Main 
Street, Winnipeg, at the head of Notre 
Dame, which he afterwards disposed of to 
Robson & Kennedy in order to come west. 
He traded at Prince Albert during the 
winter of 75, and in 76 made the strike of 
his life by coming te Edmonton. 


Mr. McDougall has enjoyed the advant- 
age of a helpmeet throughout his business 
career, having been married in March, 
1878, to Miss Amy, of Cannington, Catario, 
who still presides over his home and adds to 
as well as shares the honors of his preseat 
social, commer cial and municipal position.

Rev. H. E. Gordon, of the Sturgeon Metho- 
dist church,conducted the devotional service, 
after which the business of the meeting was 
taken up and a constitution was adopted. 
Rey. C. B. Freeman, of the Baptist church, 
Edmonton, vice-president, in the chair. 
A nomination committee was appoint- 
ed to nominate officers for the ensuing year. 
There were a number of reports and statistics 
from ihe different Sabbath schools read. 
Mr. Geo. A. Reid, of Lacombe, secretary of 
the district Sabbath school union was pre- 
sent and added greatly towards the suecess 
of the meeting. 

The afternoon session was held in the 
Presbyterian church. The president. Mr. 
E. Richardson, in the chair. The devotion- 
al service was conducted by the Rev, C. B, 
Freeman after which the nominating com- 
raittee handed in their report, re-electing 
all the officers except the secretary, and 
Mr. Briggs was nominated for the office, 
The report was adopted and confirmed, 
My. Geo. A. Reidthen gave an interesting 
address on the “organization” of the Sab- 
bath schooi. He pointed out the benefit of 
conventions, and the great advantage to be 
derived from such an association. A short 
discussion on this address then followed. 
Tae. next item was « paper on “‘ Suggestions 


|e to Reviews” by E. J. Chegwin, but were | 


read by his brother; Rev. Mr. Chegwin 
not being able so be present. This topic 
which was 50 Pape! gene gave some 
excellent hints as to the method of the re- 
view, the persons qualified to review and the 
great necessity of the review. The discus- 
sion on this paper which followed was mosi 
animated and many valuable suggestions 
were given, Mr. If. Richardson then under- 
took to give a mod-lteaching of a bible class, 
taking for his subject the Sunday school 
lesson of Dec. 6th, ‘‘Solomon’s Sin.” He 
used the blackboard in teaching and hand- 
led the subject in an exhaustive and master- 
ly manner. This closing the afternoon 
session, the meeting adjourned. 2 

The evering session was held in the 
Methodist church at 7:30. Mr. E. Richard- 
son, president, in the chair. There was a 
much larger attendence at this meeting than 
atthe previous meetings of the day. Rev. A. 
McDonali, of the Baptist church, South 
Edmonton, conducted the prayer rnd praise 
service. The president then gave a short 
but timely and encouraging address. The 
next item was an address ** The relation of 
the pioneer Sunday school to future citizen- 
ship,” by Rev. J. Dyke, which was very im- 

ressive. Mr. Dyke brought out some excel- 
ent points in this address. He pointed ont 
some of the disadvantages of pioneer Sun- 
day_school work, but also put forth ths ad- 
vantage of comniencing at the foundation to 
build up the fundamental principles of Sun- 
day school work, and showing the great re- 
sponsibility that rested upon the pioneer 
Sunday school in relation to future citizen- 
ship. Rey. D. G. McQueen was next_called 
upon t+ give an address ‘‘ Home and the 
‘Sunday school,” This address was very in- 
ntructive, clear and impressive. Mr. Me- 
Queen got warned up to the occasion and 
put forth some excellent points. He ex- 
plained the necessity of the home and the 
Sanday school going hand in hand in 
building up the Christian character of a 
child. He also pointed out that the im- 
pression: made on the child in the home 
were remembered and carried through hfe. 
At the close of this addrens a pleasing 
diversion in the programme was announced 
and Mrs. Hockley sang a solo, 
Miss Richardson playing the accompaniment 
on the vocalion. The time for the question 
box had now arrived,and while the questions 
were being got ready, there. was a collection 
taken up todefray expenses. Mr, Geo. A. 
Reid then proceeded to open the question 
box and answer the very numerous ques- 
tions. This was an important part of the 
convention. Mr. Reid, who; takes a very 
active part ir Sunday school work, answez- 
ed and explained the questions very fully 
and to the satisfaction of all. The con- 
vention was then brought to a close by the 
inging cfa hymn. In conclusion we would 
say that the convention wasa success and 
we trust that the work of the Sabbath 
schools will be benefited by it.
